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was presented to Henry Francis du Pont,founder of Winterthur Museum in Wil- 
mington, Del., on October 14, at the 15th annual banquet of the National 
Trust in New York City. David E. Finley, chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
presented the sculptured testimonial, citation, and $1000 stipend which was 
created as a memorial to the recipient's sister. 


After giving a brief history of the award, Mr. Finley read the cita- 
tion which states: "The National Trust for Historic Preservation in the 
United States,in recognition of his outstanding contribution to the preser- 
vation and interpretation of our country's heritage, presents the second 
Louise du Pont Crowninshield Award to Henry Francis du Pont. He has assen- 
bled for the Henry Francis du Pont Winterthur Museum the largest and rich- 
est collection of American decorative arts of the period 1640-1850 ever 
brought together.Displayed against a background of 185 period rooms it pro- 
vides a rich commentary on tides of taste as exemplified by the finest ex- 
amples of the skills of American artists and craftsmen.This museum,a result 
of more than forty years of dedication, he opened to the public in 1951 in 
a naturalized woodland setting that is another testament to Mr. du Pont's 
versatility and profound knowledge of horticulture. 


"In 1952,in cooperation with the University of Delaware,he established 
the Winterthur Program in Early American Culture for training personnel for 
teaching or museum work through academic discipline and connoisseurship, 
gained by intensive study of the Museum's great collections. Mr. du Pont is 
currently serving as Chairman of the Fine Arts Committee for the White 
House to assist Mrs. John F. Kennedy in collecting notable furnishings and 
objects of art for the White House. For his many talented and diversified 
contributions to an understanding of our American heritage, the National 
Trust is honored to present to Henry Francis du Pont the second Louise 
du Pont Crowninshield Award."

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THE SECOND LOUISE DU PONT CROWNINSHIELD AWARD of the National Trust 


The Louise du Pont Crowninshield Award 
is presented to the individual or organ- 
ization which, in the judgment of the 
Awards Committee, has best exemplified 
the highest standards of excellence in 
historic preservation. The award is in 
the form of an eagle in chiseled bronze, 
gold plated. The sculpture is 10 inches 
high,including the base of polished green 
stone on which bronze plaques are mounted 
with the name of the award and recipient.

for $250,000, the last residence of George Rogers Clark. The famous ex- 
plorer of the Northwest died there in 1818, having lived in the Louisville 
house for 9 years. It was built between 1802-05 by Clark's brother-in-law, 
Maj. William Croghan, who bought the land from James Madison and Richard 
Taylor, father of Zachary Taylor. The house may become the nucleus of a 
state park;it is expected that it will be restored under the supervision of 
Historic Homes Foundation, which recently restored Farmington. 

A private, non-profit corporation has been formed in Louisville to 
organize a citizen-sponsored revival of the mansion-studded area between 
Broadway and the University of Louisville from Brook to Seventh. They are 
seeking a special zoning ordinance that would designate Old Louisville as 
an historic district. Much of the area is now zoned for industrial or com- 
mercial uses, including many lots now used for residences. 
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Bayou facade reopened to its ap- 
pearance from 1834-c.1861, when 
the gallery was closed in and 
the arches converted to windows.

"The Shadows as an 
Historic House Museum" will be discussed by Sammwel Wilson and Henry W.Krot- 
zer,Jr.,restoration architects of the firm of Koch & Wilson;and by National 


Trust staff members, Mrs. Bullock, Messrs. Garvey, Murtagh, and Stewart. 


The citizens of New Iberia are being invited to visit the house during 
a two-hour preview on Sunday, October 29, as guests of the National Trust. 


The body of William Weeks Hall was interred in the family burying 
ground at The Shadows on June 25, 1961. The reburial was in fulfillment of 
a request made by Mr. Hall in his will which bequeathed the property to the 
National Trust. 


GREEN SERGEANT'S COVERED BRIDGE, near Stockton, N. J., was dedicated 
at the completion of its restoration on September 15. New Jersey's last 
original covered bridge, it was closed to traffic in January 1960 when it 
was damaged by an overburdened vehicle.The 1872 bridge was then restored by 
the New Jersey State Highway Department. Leading the preservation campaign 
and instrumental in achieving the restoration was the Green Sergeant's 
Covered Bridge Association. Acknowledgement for assistance was also given 
to local residents and organizations and the Delaware Valley Protective 
Association, the Hunterdon County Historical Society, the Theodore Burr 
Covered Bridge Society and the National Trust.

A MOORISH BANDSTAND that stood near the entrance to Druid Hill Park, 
Baltimore, Md., for 97 years was torn down to convert the land into a park- 
ing area for the zoo. Destruction of the picturesque building aroused the 
criticism of Wilbur H. Hunter, Jr., director of the city's Peale Museum. He 
said he was “appalled and stated that the bandstand was justified as an 
"interesting specimen of architecture" and that an architectural review 
board "concerned with the heritage of the city" should have ruled on its 
fate, not the Park Board.It was reported that no other agency was consulted 
about the decision nor was any estimate made of repair costs. 


AN AUCTION AT GORE PLACE, Waltham, Mass., yielded $13,000 for the res- 
toration fund. The items were donated by members and friends of the Gore 
Place Society; the auctioneer was provided through the courtesy of Parke 
Bernet Galleries of New York City; and the catalogue was prepared by Mrs. 
Yves Henry Buhler of the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 


THE BARBARY COAST, scene of California's lustiest living from 1850 un- 
til the Roaring 20's, recaptured its former glory September 1l. The Cali- 
fornia Historical Society, friends and fellow Californians got a taste of 
what the wildest street in San Francisco must have been a half century ago 
at a gala party sponsored by the Society, in cooperation with the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. Proceeds are allotted to the preservation of the Society's 
historical and documentary works of art and the fund for the Society's new 
library. Featured for the evening were street dancing and continuous enter- 
tainment - an E Clampus Vitus parade of 100 Clampers in costume and Emperor 
Norton playing the steam calliope, the elephant parade (the 49'er symbol of 
gold seeking),barber shop quartets, honky tonk piano,Charleston and can-can 
dancers, a gunslinger contest, and folk songs of the 49'ers. 


SUNRISE, historic mansion of Gov. W.A. MacCorkle in South Hills,W.Va., 
was opened to the public in a campaign to save it. A committee of Charles- 
tonians hopes to raise $150,000 to buy the estate and turn it into a public 
center with an art gallery, children's museum, public gardens and aboretun, 


and astronomy observatory. 


SALT LAKE CITY merchants have organized to preserve historic charac- 
teristics of their city in plans for future growth. They seek $35,000 to 
finance a development plan, $10,000 already having been contributed by the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints.
